John immediately called on his radio for an ambulance, covered 
her with his overcoat, and used snow to stanch severe bleeding until the 
- ambulance arrived. At last report Mrs. Bozsolak was recovering nicely. 


HIGHWAY CONTRACTS HEADED FOR RECORD YEAR 


From July, 1966 through March, 1967 highway construction contracts totaling 
$66.6 million have been awarded, which beats the record total awarded during 
a similar nine-month period, $58 million in fiscal 1962. Add to the $66.6 
million awarded so far this fiscal year, another $1 million in highway con- 
tracts awarded in the first week in April, plus another $8.9 million in 
contracts awaiting approval, and you get a grand total of $76.5 million. 
This is a mere $1 million behind the greatest amount of money awarded in 
any previous year--$77.6 million is fiscal 1963. Even though we're headed 
for a record year, keep in mind we need $811 million just to get our 
existing highways in shape, to say nothing of the billions more needed to 
build needed new highways.

IF YOU HAD A LOT OF DOCTOR BILLS IN 1966 


You may be able to collect if you file by April 28! Here are the grounc 
rules. (1) If you as an employee paid more than $100 in medical bills 
(not dental) during October, November and December of 1965, and Ail 
months of 1966, and the illness or injury is allowable under the Major 
Medical Benefits plan, you may be able to get back 80% of the money you 
paid over the $100 minimum. If you are paying through payroll deduction 
for the Medical Benefits plan to cover your family, you can collect 80% 
of the allowable payments in excess of $100 for all your dependents if 
the doctor bills for one dependent exceeded $100. (2) The plan becomes 
effective 90 days after you started working, and when you start paying 
for your dependents. You can enroll your family every May. 


The cost for your coverage--Blue Cross, Blue Shield and Major Medical-—— 
is paid by the state. You have to pay for all three for your dependents.
